Is our impression of Tuesday we referred to the 
heavy tax imposed on this city for the maintenance 
of lunatics, who are utter strangers to it, in the 
Richmond Asylum. At the present moment there 
are 32 lunatics in jail awaiting transmission to that 
asylum, but one of whom is connected in any way 
with the county of Dublin. The correctness of our 
observations is fully confirmed by the reports of the 
Inspectors-General. For many years the ratepayers 
of Dublin patiently have submitted to be muleted in 
an annual expenditure, at the very lowest calculation, 
of £2,000 for the maintenance of strangers transferred 
hitherto, often by selfish and interested parties, or 
brought from our metropolitan prisons to the district 
asylum. This sum of £2,000 is totally independent 
of that expended on their maintenance in jails, and 
which, from the carefully prepared returns presented 
to the Lord Lieutenant, appears to be fully £1,000 
additional. Thus the citizens of Dublin have to meet, 
between both items, a levy of over £3,000; an 
amount of money which would be productive of 
lasting benefit to the city if expended in repayment 
of loans for its improvement. For example, at a cost 
of £20,000 Westmoreland - street and Sackville-street 
might be united by a bridge of equal width to those 


those of Liverpool and Birkenhead. The profit 
certain to arise from this has led to the formation of 
a private company, but, had the Corporation watched 
jealously the finances of the city, the profits might 
have materially lessened the rates.

Parorestant Conrerences.—On Tuesday afternoon the 
first of a series of conferences held under the auspices 
of“ The National Protestant Society” took place at 
Exeter Hall. ‘The conferences are intended to be pre- 
liminary to a great public meeting, which is said to be 
held next Thursday evening. The Rev. Charles Cle- 
ment Layard, M.A., of St. John’s College, Cambridge, 
incumbent of St. John’s Church, Wembley, near 
Harrow, took the chair, and in opening the proceedings 
said he felt they had assembled under circumstances of 
peculiar interest. They had assembled for the purpose 
of considering the aggressions of the Papacy and of 
Tractarianism upon the Church of this country. They 
had met, too, at a singularly appropriate time, for the 
Dutch Church had set apart the present week for the 
commemoration of the Reformation, for it was under- 
stood to have been on the 31st of October, 1517, that 
Martin Luther placed his ninety-five propositions 
against indulgences on the door of the great church at 
Wittemburg. It was impossible, he thought, to conceal 
from themselves that Popery was making aggressions 
in various ways—by threatening statesmen, by cajoling 
men of wealth, and by introducing Koman Catholic ser- 
vante under false pretences into families. In schools, 
reformatories, workhouses, and prisons Roman Catholic 
doctrines were introduced, at an expense to this county 
of £273,800 a year, making an aggregate sum up to 
1860 of about £4,163,040 from Protestant England. Mr. 
Harper, who next addressed the meeting, said the con- 


ciety had received the names of nearly 300 clergymen 
and laymen, who had expressed a very strong ap- 
proval of meetings for future action, and avowed 
their hearty sympathy with the undertaking.
